Liquor store owner 
Recession forces J-M cutbacks 
arrested for plot 
to kill local cop

Steps were under way today to extradite a Lompoc liquor store owner from Las 
Vegas, Nev. to Lompoc to face charges that he conspired to solicit the murder of a 
Lompoc policeman 
Las Vegas police reportedly broke 
down the door of an apartment early 
Sunday morning to arrest Philip Joseph 
Bardelli, 32, on a warrant charging him 
with conspiracy and solicitation to 
commit a crime. 
Bardelli lives in Santa Maria, but 
operates Elsey’s Liquor store at 421 W. 
Ocean Ave. 
Lompoc Police Chief J.D . Smith said 
Bardelli 
had 
approached 
a 
male 
customer at the local liquor store with a 
bizarre plan involving the murders of a 
Lompoc police detective, an 18-year-old 
Explorer Scout and the proprietor of 
another liquor store. 
The bizarre story was believed the 
outgrowth of feelings generated by 
police action of a few weeks ago in 
which they sent the 18-year-old into 
Elsey’s to buy a bottle of liquor to test

Police say Bardelli broached the 
murder plan to a customer who went 
along with the proposal initially, but 
later came to police. Smith said 
investigation showed that the informant 
had been asked to obtain “ dossiers’’ on 
the detective, the liquor store owner and 
the youth, to include addresses and 
descriptions of cars the three drove. The

Bardelli went to Las Vegas late last 
week, according to police intelligence 
reports. Reasons for the trip were 
tangled. One source indicated that 
Bardelli wanted to pick up some .38

went to find a “ hit man," and still 
another 
report

wanted to make some contacts in regard 
to handling a hijacked liquor shipment.

Central Intelligence Agency. 
Proxmire, a frequent critic of the 
military, warned against abolishing the 
CIA because it would give “ free reign” 
to military intelligence organizations. 
“Talk of disbanding the CIA is 
unreasonable,” he said in a Senate floor 
speech. "The result could be dangerous 
to our security.” 
Goldwater, a stalwart supporter of the 
military, promptly praised Proxmire’s 
remarks. But he then defended the CIA 
by comparing it to the military. 
He said it was “ long overdue that 
members of this body pay respect to this 
agency ... We have to look on the CIA as 
we look on the military. 
“There is a commander-in-chief . When 
they (CIA agents) are asked to do 
something or told to do something, that 
is a command, and they do them 


Thirty-three production workers will lose their jobs 
at Johns-Manville Products Co., July 1 in a recession- 
triggered cutback 
Paul Burnum, head of employe relations at the 
plant confirmed the report today He said J-M would 
reduce its operation from seven days a week, with 21 
shifts, to five days a week with 15 shifts He said the 
cutback would remain in force “ as long as business 
stays down ” There have been two previous minor 
cutbacks in the face of the business recession, but 
neither was so serious as the one now upcoming, 
Burnum said. 
The reduction in the work force will reduce the 


number of hourly workers to about 400, Burnum said. 
Peak for the company was more than 500 workers in 
bygone days. 
The layoff notices w ill be based on seniority, 
Burnum said. He declined to estimate the dollar loss 
to the local economy, but a casual multiplication of 
18.000 to $10,000 per worker, annually, shows an 
economic impact of more than $250,000. 
“ We’ve been pretty lucky. Until recently we’ve 
been able to maintain our work force,” Burnum said 
today. He noted that the “ downward trend.” in the 
industry has now come to J-M. 
Production in the sprawling plant south of Lompoc 
was known to have been off this month, with no 


upswing in sight May and June are usually peak 
months for the company, major supplier of filter 
materials for home swimming pools. 


The company came through a major strike in 
December and January, first to hit the company in 
more than 20 years Company officials contended at 
that time, and the chemical workers union disputed 
the claim, that competitors could be gaining a 
permanent economic edge while J-M was closed 
down 


Union officials have noted that J-M has maintained 
its leadership in the field because of its continued 
production of first rate diatomaceous earth products. 
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whether they like them or not.”

the United States intelligence agencies 
to stop the Soviet monitoring.

The monitoring, conducted mainly 
through long-distance telephone calls, 
was detailed in a section of the 
Rockefeller Report which Rockefeller 
himself wrote, the Tribune said. The 
White House then heavily censored it 
“ for national security reasons.” 
Some key congressmen, the Tribune 
said, have been told some details of the 
Soviet espionage capability and are now 
privately questioning why they weren't 
told long ago. 
“ Apparently we were being spied on 
by Russians and our own intelligence 
agencies knew about it and didn’t tell 
us,” the story quoted one senator. 
One source told the Tribune that an 
estimate of the number of calls 
monitored by the Soviets ranged into the 
“ hundreds of thousands, even millions of 
telephone conversations. 
One source told the Tribune that the 
Soviets had intercepted, identified and 
recorded over 100,000 calls from the 
Capitol and other key government 
offices. An unconfirmed report by the 
source said that every member of 
Congress had been caught by the Soviet 
system at one time or another.

Report done on rezoning impact 
in Santa Ynez Valley farm area

The 
newly-completed 
Environmental Impact Report 
on proposed rezoning of certain 
Santa Ynez Valley areas as a 
means of preserving valuable 
agricultural 
land 
from 
potential urban development 
will be subjected to a public 
hearing in Solvang July 31, it 
has been announced 
The EIR drawn up in the 
office of County Environmental 
Coordinator Albert 
F. 
Reynolds is a painstakingly, 
thorough document which has 
been months in the making. 
Environmental 
Specialist 
Cindy Sage has been project 
coordinator. 
Reynolds described plans for 
the July 31 public hearing — to 
be 
held 
in 
the 
Veterans 
Memorial Building starting at 7 
p.m. — as "part of the Office of 
Environmental Quality’s job of 
bringing government to the 
people." 
The E IR was drawn up on the 
basis of wide-ranging rezoning 
recommendations of the Santa 
Ynez 
Valley General 
Plan 
Advisory 
Committee 
which 
were sketched out on maps last 
year, reflecting proposals for 


downzoning in many areas to 
help insure that the current 
farmlands would continue to 
sprout 
crops 
rather 
than 
houses 
The General Plan Advisory 
Committee had set up both an 
"inside" and "outside’’ area of 
the valley for study, with

Some may feel the cost of 
bikeways is surprisingly high,

and terrain is difficult, can cost 
over $100,000 a mile in some 
cases. 
(County 
authorities 
eventually

the one project would prevent 
implementation of others). 
County 
Transportation 
Director Leland Steward has a 
large 
number 
of

projects in the mill. These are 
not hard to come by, as for the 
most part — unless roadways 
need widening, as some of 
them are — the bikeways are 
set apart by a painted strip a 
minimum of five feet wide in 
each direction with appropriate 
signing and stencilling.

Congress late again 
with money measures 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Every year at this time. 
Congress is confronted by 
legislation that must pass by 
July 1, the beginning of a new 
fiscal year. This year, like in 
the others, many of the “must” 
appropriations won’t be passed 
on time. 
To get around the deadline. 
Congress annually passes a 
“continuing resolution,” which 
says all the agencies can 
continue spending at last year’s 
appropriation 
level or ihe 
amount requested in the Presi­ 
dent’s budget for the new fiscal 
year, 
whichever 
figure 
is 
lower. 
The latest continuing resolu­ 
tion was sent to the White 
House last week and will be in 


effect until Congress finishes 
work this year. 
Congress is pushing toward 
the li^ependence Day recess, 
and a heavy workload stands in 
the way. The House plans to 
work through Thursday before 
recessing until July 8. The 
Senate, however, may not get 
its recess until a stalemate is 
broken on the disputed New 
Hampshire senatorial election. 
Senate Leader Mike Mans­ 
field said only emergency bills 
would be considered in order to 
devote full time to the question 
of whether Republican Louis 
Wyman really beat Democrat 
John Durkin by two votes. 


164 refugees 
going back 


CAMP PENDLETON (UPI) 
— At the end of a long ordeal 
that involved escaping the 
Communists, traveling to a 
strange land on crowded boats 
and planes and being shuffled 
from camp to camp, 
164 
Vietnamese refugees arrived 
Sunday to reverse the process 
and return to their Asian 
homeland. 
Two military C141s, the same 
planes that brought many of the 
refugees to the United States, 
brought the refugees from Ft. 
Chaffee, Ark., to this Southern 
California Marine base to begin 
the process of repatriation. 
A base spokesman said they 
appeared “ smiling, quiet and 
happy” when they arrived. All 
were given quarters and meal 
cards and were integrated with 
the rest of the refugees here 
who are waiting to get out. 


The only emergency bill 
working its way toward the 
Senate is a measure the House 
is scheduled to consider Tues­ 
day. It would increase the 
national debt limit from the 
current $531 billion to $577 
billion through Nov. 15. 
The ceiling is temporary and 
expires June 30, which would 
put the limit all the way back to 
its permanent level of $400 
billion.

“ for all practical purposes” is 
over 
and 
p red icts 
unemployment 
figures 
will 
begin dropping gradually after 
the summer. 
Alan Greenspan, chairman of 
the 
Council 
of 
Economic 
Advisers, said Sunday unem­ 
ployment should fall to about 
8.5 per cent by January and 7.5 
per cent by the end of 1976. 
This still would be unaccepta- 
bly high, he said, but recovery 
must proceed slowly to avoid 
more inflation. 
“’The recession for all practi­ 
cal purposes is over,” Green­ 
span said 
in 
a broadcast 
interview. (CBS-TV: Face the 
Nation). “ 1 don’t think we have 
yet started into the next phase, 
which 1 would consider an 
upswing, but clearly that is the 
area 
into 
which 
we 
are 
basically moving.” 
Greenspan said the economy 
was “ slightly ahead of what I 
otherwise would have expected 
it to be at this point.” He said 
he thought possible oil price 
increases would have only a 
marginal 
affect 
on 
the 
recovery at this stage. 


He said June unemployment 
figures would show a decline 
from the 9.2 per cent level of 
May, primarily for complex 
statistical reasons. 
“QualiUtively, the level is 
still going to be considered 
exceptionally high, and it’s 
unlikely it will be going down 
pronouncedly until well after 
the summer,” he said. 
Greenspan said the odds 
were “ ck>M to 56-50” the May 
unemployment 
rate 
might 
represent the peak. 
He said “ the most dangerous 
potential force to upend this 
recovery” would be “ letting 
our financial forces get out of 
control.” He warned against 
large federal budget deficits 
and “ overexpansion of the 
money 
supply” 
that could 
result in temporary improve­ 
ment of the unemployment 
picture at the cost of renewed 
inflation and another recession 
in 1977. 
Nobel Prise winner Friedrich 
A. von Hayek, in a separate 
television - interview 
(NBC: 
Meet The Press), agreed: “The 
slower the recovery is the 
better the chances that it will 
last.” 


He said the only way to cure 
inflation is to “ stop printing 
money” and added: ” ... to 
achieve 
a 
relative 
stable 
position you may have to go 
through a period of unemploy­ 
ment which may well last nrore 
than a year.” 
Von Hayek said he was 
unsure 
how 
high 
unemployment would have to 
go to achieve this. “ 1 would 
have to know much more about 
specifk; conditions,” be said. 
“ But it would not exclude a 
temporary rise to 13 (or) 14 per 
cent or something of this sort” 
Asked 
if 
the American 
economy could stand such an 
unemployment 
increase, he 
said, “ For a few months, 
certainly.”

SACRAMENTO (U P !» - The 
Brown administration plans to 
terminate former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan's controversial work- 
for-welfare program one week 
from today. 
A so-called “ crown jewel” of 
Reagan’s 1971 welfare reform, 
the three-year experimental 
project originally was touted as 
a potential 
model for the 
nation. 
But last year it became a 
target of 
harsh 
legislative 
criticism. A bill repeallmg the 
program 
was 
passed 
but 
Reagan vetoed it. 
Now Gov. Edmund G Brown 
Jr .’s aides now are allowing the 
project to die quietly, it has 
been learned 
But they are 
reluctant 
to 
issue 
official 
judgments on the experiment, 
at least until final statistics are 
(xmipiled 
The administration has re­ 
quested that the legislature 
provide no appropriation to 
continue the program, which 


will automatically expire June 
30. Lawmakers obligé, and no 
funding is contained in the 
proposed state budget 
“ We are terminating the 
program because it officially 
ends then,” said a spokesman. 
“ It was designed to be a three- 
year program and we have left 
it that way.” 
The concept of the Communi­ 
ty Work Experience Program, 
nicknamed work-for-welfare or 
workfare, was that able bodied 
recipients should be required to 
take part-time work assign­ 
ments to keep their welfare 
checks—if other avenues had 
been explored, such as job 
placement and training. 
If a recipient refused, he or 
she was to be removed from 
the welfare rolls. Democratic 
legislators and poverty lawyers 
called it “ slave labor.” 
The program, which cost 
taxpayers more than 1400,000, 
never expanded to the extent 
originally 
expected 
by 
Uie 


Reagan administration. There 
were only 9,565 work assign­ 
ments during the three years 
up until last month, and some 
recipients received more than 
one assignment. 
Fewer than 1,500 recipients 
were “ sanctioned” —told they 
had 
no 
"good cause" 
for 
refusing to accept work assign­ 
ments. A smaller but unknown 
number of welfare recipients 
were actually dropped from the 
rolls. 
Officials suspect that »>me 
potential 
recipients dropped 
their bid for a relief check 


when they learned they might 
have to accept a menial job to 
keep their government subsidy. 
But no sutistics to prove this 
claim are available. 
“ 1 would doubt that there is 
any way to specifically attrib­ 
ute a decline in welfare rolls to 
C W EP," Bill Hamilton, an 
Employment Development De­ 
partment official who oversees 
the 
program, 
said 
in 
an 
interview. 
Although the rolls did decline 
for most of the experiment in 
the 35 counties where the 
experiment 
was 
conducted, 


they also dwindled in other 
California counties which did 
not participate, HamUton said^ 
Investigators for the u.» 
Department of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, which grant­ 
ed the Reagan administration a 
special waiver to conduct Uie 
experiment, concluded the pro­ 
gram had "fallen far short of 
the expectations” announced 
by Reagan aides. 
“ Most of the assignments are 
menial, and little training or 
supervision is provided, 
the 
federal investigators found. 
However, 
Hamilton 
said. 


“ The mam thrust of CWEP was 
not job training or to transition 
people into regular jobs. It was 
to fHit people into jobs so there 
was not a long extended period 
of idleness...A lot of them were 
menial jobs ” 
Part of 
the 
reason 
the 
program never was expanded 
as expected, Hamilton said, 
was that some of the most 
populous counties “ didn’t want 
to have anything to do with it” 
In San Francisco County, for 
example, only one recipient 
was given a work assignment— 
and that was in a state job

“ Bebe” Reboao, have urged 
Nixon to move to New York 
and get back into the main­ 
stream of things. 


Most of his staff is gone, with 
the exception of Marine Lt. Col. 
Jack 
Brennen, 
the former 
White House military aide who 
reportedly 
has 
decided 
to 
forego a career in the corps; 
former press secretary Ron 
Ziegler, who gave a tour of 
speaking engagements and is 
said to be helping with Nixon’s 
memoirs while living in a house 
next to the Nixon’s in the 
exclusive nei^borhood; and 
long-time personal secretary 
Rose Mary Woods. 


State leaders face 
budget, pay debates 


SACRAMENTO lU PI > - The legislature, looking forward to the 
summer recess, this week faces a proposed $11.57 billion sUte 
budget, and the issues of easing penalties for possession of 
marijuana and legislative pay raises. 
Long floor sessions are expected because legislative rules 
provide that bills taking effect in January 1976 must be approved 
in their house of origin by Friday, the last day before the recess. 
The Assembly will reconsider the proposed state budget it 
rejected last week. 
Five dissident Democrats and 15 Republicans combined forces 
to defeat the measure on a 49-20 vote, five short of the 54 needed. 
Assembly Spreaker Leo T. McCarthy said he may turn to 
Republicans for the votes needed to pass the budget, which salied 
through the Senate on a bipartisan 32-5 vote. 
Legislators have already missed one deadline for the budget. 
The constitution stipulates June 15 as the date by which the 
legislature must have a budget on the governor’s desk. 
But Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. ’s proposed $11.4 billion spending 
package was in a two-house conference committee on that date. 
'The four-Democrat, two-Republican 
committee eventually 
compromised both Assembly and Senate bills and came up with 
the $11.57 billion figure.

The 98th year of the 
tournament, opening today, finds it 
among the last loyal to grass as other 
courts convert to more durable all-year 
surfaces, including the U.S. Open at 
Forest Hills. N Y. 
But while Wimbledon can still sell out 
months in advance all the 180,000 center 
court seats at a $7.56 top for the 12 days 
of play, plus many thousands of general 
admissions, it sees no reason to part 
with tradition. 
Connors, the top seed and top ranked 
American, says that is part of why he 
rates the pride and satisfaction of 
entering the Wimbledon record books 
with the all-time greats far above its 
first singles prize of only $24,000 and a

badly he passed up a chance of winning 
$23,000 in the French clay court 
championships to play in a small British 
tournament because it has grass courts 
They’ve been playing on grass at 
Wimbledon since 1877 when it was the 
first championship in what was then a 
brand new sport. The 98th year of the 
tournament, opening today, finds it 
among the last loyal to grass as other 
courts convert to more durable all-year 
surfaces, including the U.S. Open at 
Forest Hills, N Y. 
But while Wimbledon can still sell out 
months in advance all the 180,000 center 
court seats at a $7.56 top for the 12 days 
of play, plus many thousands of general 
admissions, it sees no reason to part 
with tradition. 
Connors, the top seed and top ranked 
American, says that is part of why he 
rates the pride and satisfaction of 
entering the Wimbledon record books 
with the all-time greats far above its 
first singles prize of only $24,000 and a 
new car. 
The 22-year-old Belleville, 111., two- 
hander is probably a millionaire already 
and can afford to have ideals. But if he

bookmakers, who have made him a

The administration sources said the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong have fought Cambodian forces in border regions and seem to 
be preparing for clashes in Laos, where the Communist Pathet 
Lao now dominates the government 
The officials said their information came from reliable sources 
and from Americans still in certain areas of Southeast Asia 
The American officials are not convinced Haroi really plans to 
seek an empire of all of Indochina but they said the fear is 
widespread in Southeast Asia because of North Vietnam's 
readiness to fight neighboring Communist-led armies 
The administration sources said the Cambodian clashes took 
place in border regions and could have been caused either by 
centuries-old frontier disputes or by North Vietnam's refusal to 
withdraw troops from bases established during the Vietnam war

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A 
typical Californian visiting the 
state Capitol probably wouldn't 
notice that the legislature was 
meeting simultaneously in four 
different sessions. 


If he did, it likely would 
appear to be little more than 
mum bo jumbo 


A perceptive visitor might 
notice a different color scheme 
for each session: 


Black for the regular two- 
year session, blue for the first 
extraordinary 
session 
on 
housing, green for the second 
special session on medical 
malpractice and purple for the 
farm labor special session 
convened Tuesday. 


Despite the colors, used in 
printing bills and daily legisla­ 
tive files to distinguish the 
sessions, the activity to an 
outsider would blur into one 
hectic legislative bustle 
To save time, the prayer and 
pledge of allegiance are done 
only once and then substituted 
into the record of the other 
sessions. But on the first day of 
each session legislative leaders 
must formally be re-elected 
and sworn in. 
The primary extra cost is for 
printing separate paperwork 
for each session at a relatively 
minor expense. 
The three special sessions 
called by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. are the most in a 
single year since 1962 when 
Brown’s father ordered three 
extraordinary sessions. The

SEATTLE, Wash. (UPI) - 
To look at Viola Rogers today, 
one would never guess that last 
December, when she was 10 
months old, she underwent 
open heart surgery after being 
soaked in icewater. 
Today Viola is a robust 
youngster, living a normal life 
except for periodic checkups by 
doctors at University Hospital 
here. 
When she was 24 hours old, 
physicians at Longview, Wash., 
where she was born, detected a 
heart 
murmur. Viola 
was 
transferred 
to University 
Hospital 
where a 
cardiac 
catheterization showed the girl 
was suffering from a serious 
defect. 
Although her lower extremi­ 
ties were constantly cool, Viola 
was fairly healthy until she 
turned seven months old. Then 
she had two bouts of pneumonia 
in close succession. 
Doctors decided surgery was 
in order and Viola’s heart was 
repaired through an open-heart 
procedure using hypothermia, 
a technique by which the body 
is cooled to such an extent that 
the heart stops beating and the 
brain can go for an hour or so 
without nourishment. A team 
headed 
by 
Dr. 
David 
H. 
Dillard, professor of surgery, 
performed the operation. 
The procedure is used for 
infants 
too 
young 
or 
too 
delicate to tolerate a heart-lung 
machine. Hypothermia have 
been used on infants between 3 
and 22 months old and weighing 
5 to 22 pounds. 
The technique enables a 
surgeon to work on a dry, 
motionless heart. It has been 
found to be particularly helpful 
in operations to correct tran­ 
sposition of the great arteries 
or, as in Viola's case, a 
ventricular septal defect which 
involves repair of membrane in 
the chambers of the heart.

Body weight loss stoppage cause 


either adaptation to diet or fibbing 


LONDON (UPI) - There 
comes a desolate time in the 
life of many confirmed dieters 
when the weight will not come 
off any longer. Two British 
researchers think they know 
the reason why. 
The body, they say, simply 
learns to adopt to less fattening 
food in some cases. It will lose 
so much and no more. 
The tests that produced this 
discouraging result were con­ 
ducted under unusually strict 
conditions by D.S. Miller of 
Queen Elizabeth College in 
London and Sally Parsonage of 
the Slimming Advisory Ser­ 
vices. 
In a report in the medical 
weekly. The Lancet, they said: 
“It is a common clinical 
observation that some people 
cease to lose weight after long 
periods of dieting but the 
proposition has not been estab­ 
lished under controlled condi­ 
tions There are two possible 
explanations: either the sub­ 
jects are not following the diet 
or they have become metaboli- 
cally adapted to it.” 
Since, 
they 
said, 
some 
dieters suffer from “amnesia 
when they break their diets 
while others are just plain 
liars, they isolated 29 women in 
a remote country house for the 
study. 
“On arrival,” they said. 


“their baggage was searched to 
ensure 
that 
no 
food was 
brought in, and during the 
experiment they had no access 
to food other than that provided 
as the diet. They were allowed 
complete 
freedom 
in 
the 
grounds of the house but were 
only permitted further afield 
when accompanied by a mem­ 
ber of staff.” 
The subjects —chosen from 
8,000 women attending slim­ 
ming clubs in the United 
Kingdom —were given 1,500 
calories of food a day and kept 
a card of their exercise. Their 
basal metabolic rate (at which 
food is used by the body) also 
was established. 
All of the women had claimed 
they could not lose weight on 
prescribed diets. But after 
three weeks nineteen of them 
did show some weight loss. 
Nine, 
however, 
weighed 
about the same. 
And one 
actually gained. 
“About a third of the women 
could not lose weight on the 
diet provided,” the report said, 
“thus confirming the existence 
of some individuals who have a 
remarkably 
low 
energy 
requirement 
for 
weight 
maintenance. This was most 
striking in women who had 
been slimming for a long time 
and in women of lower body 
weight and with lower body fat.

Joe's festival 


As we enter the home stretch and 
approach the grand finale of the 1975 
version of the Lompoc Valley Flower 
Festival, perhaps it is time to reflect on 
what a hell of a job 
Joe Herron, the 
festival chairman, has done this year 
Traditionally, Flower Festival chairmen 
are considered to have the most thankless 
task of the entire Lompoc civic year. It is 
to him everyone turns in moments of 
festival travail; it is to him everyone goes 
for answers when there is a screw-up 
somewhere to do with the festival; and it 
is with him that the success or failure of 
the festival generally rests when all is said 
and done. 
This year 
is no exception, 
but is 
excepiontal from the point of view of what 
has been accomplished by both Mr. Herron 
and by his various chairmen and their 
respective committees. 
Herron came on the scene late ... in 
January as a matter of fact ... and 
immediately came face to face with a 
perrenial problem of Flower Festival 
chairmen 
— 
queen 
candidates 
and 
sponsors. He ultimately found four queens 
with sponsors, exactly half the number 
competing and selling tickets last year, 


and began to count the months to the 
festival. Then it became weeks, and now 
days, remaining. The Chamber Board, as 
the underwriter for the festival, and as the 
body ultimately responsible if it’s a 
failure, has bird-dogged the financial 
aspects 
of 
the 
project, 
offering 
suggestions where applicable, and Joe 
Herron was perservered. 
We cannot know yet how the Festival 
will finally go down in history, as a 
success; or as kind-of-a-success; or as a 
failure. We strongly suspect the former 
and highly doubt the latter, but there is 
always the possibility of rain. 
And whether the Festival comes out in 
the red, or the black financially is 
certainly 
important 
and 
really 
is 
secondary to the idea that a fairly small 
group of people, all recruited by the 
Festival chairman, have put in long, long 
hours of hard work to give Lompoc what 
they feel it deserves in the way of a 
Festival. 
And finally, we feel Mr. Herron, in 
taking on this most difficult job, has come 
up with infinitely more than what some 
expected ... except of course Joe Herron. 
And that’s precisely why the job got done.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The 
gerontacratic battle of the century, 
Ford

House, has turned out to be surprisingly 
wee contest. The vice president, in the 
gold trunks, has landed few blows. Six 
months after assuming an office widely 
thought to be merely a stepping stone to 
ultimate power, Nelson Rockefeller has 
retreated to his stool — or been ordered 
to it — where he sits almost quieUy and 
almost resignedly as second best. 
He is in no way so 
comatose as most of 
his predecessors, in 
fact or fiction. Not for 
Rockefeller, the woes 
of 
A lex a n d er 
ThrotUebottom, 
the 
fictional veep in “Of 
Thee 
I 
Sing” who 
couldn’t get a library 
card 
for 
lack 
of 
references. But if 
Rockefeller still remains Rockefeller — 
no small tiUe — he nevertheless is 
gaining no ground on his boss. 
Actually, RockefeUer has in recent 
months 
dropped 
far behind 
the 
President in whatever race they may 
have had going. While Ford has grown in 
office, Rockefeller may fairly be said to 
have shrunk - at least competitively. 
No longer is he seriously thought to be a 
major Ford worry for the campaigns of 
1976, no longer do many observers see 
him as a potential backstage White 
House 
prime 
minister. 
In 
fact, 
increasingly, 
RockefeUer 
is 
being

described as an aging man (he’s 67), a 
man losing his vigor and perhaps some 
of his ambitions.

It should be said here that there are 
those who feel the vice president is 
merely 
resting 
for

wars, 
convinced that now is not the time, 
politically or promotionaUy, for one 
unelected office holder to be pecking 
away at another. Several White House 
staffers 
hold 
this 
suspicion, 
thus 
continually feed news reporters with 
denigrating RockefeUer quotes against 
the day the money man makes his move 
and aides can chorus they told us so. 
Yet if Rockefeller is not yet retired to 
subserviency he mimics the illusion 
weU. He faUs over himself with praise 
for 
the 
President, 
calling 
him 
“brttliant” 
one 
hour, 
and, 
gulp, 
comparing him with Churchill the next. 
To those who know Rockefeller this 
rings with as much credibUity as the 
vice 
president’s 
statement 
to 
the 
National Urban Coalition that the only 
reason he promoted the war in Vietnam 
for so many years was to appease the 
powers in Washington. You don’t kick 
people in the shins if you need their 
favors, he said, thus disremembering aU 
the times he has kicked people in the 
shins to force their favors. 
Beyond this, Rockefeller has given up 
interest or participation in a number of 
enterprises designed to promote his own 
fortunes. He has resigned from the 
Commission on Critical Choices, a group 
he created, it’s thought, to footpath his 
bid for the presidency. He has also 
retreated somewhat from the brash 


opinions of his earlier days in office, as 
when one day he rapped Congress for 
failing to save Vietnam and the next day 
suggested it was too late for help 
anyway. If this diminished his own 
stature as a statesman, it also did no 
good for the administration, thus it’s 
believed Rockefeller did not alone 
decide to reduce the rhetoric. 
No doubt RockefeUer has also had 
negative help from other sources in the 
diminishing of his political potentiality. 
He is said be to very sobered by the 
noise level of conservative sentiment 
against him: "They hate his guts,” as 
Barry Goldwater puts it. A national 
Republican 
committeeman 
says 
Rockefeller “can’t help but be wisened” 
by right wing criticism, “I think he 
knows now they will never allow him to 
be the party choice, and at his age this 
must be heartbreaking — his last 
chance, as it were.” 
But 
if 
Rockefeller’s 
enemies, 
strategies 
or 
resignations 
have 
contributed to his present condition, 
Jerry Ford is the primary architect of 
the situation. Even though Rockefeller 
does the right thing, as he did in 
expanding his CIA investigation to 
include the allegations of international 
assassination plots, he is outflanked or 
overruled by number one. Nobody looks 
for a strong vice president when the 
president has muscle enough. 
And so it is that Rockefeller may have 
learned his place. Not long ago while 
calling 
the 
Presklent, 
Rockefeller 
introduced 
himself 
as 
‘’Governor 
Rockefeller,” than said, uh, well, "you 
know who I am.” Oh yes, the operator 
replied, “the vice president.” 
Indeed, the VICE president.
